72 KILLED IN EXPLOSION 


IN MEXICAN 


Monterey, Oct. 3—A special from 
“Las Espeeranas, Conhuila, says: 
“Friday night a tremendous explo- 
sion of coal occurred in No. 2 mine 
at Halu belonging to the Conhuila 
Coal Company. The force of the ex- 
plosion blew down all of the timbers 
in the slope from the sixth lift to the 
surface. Lt blew out the mouth of 
the stop, liftlig twenty feet of the 
surface and closifig the mine. The 
fan house was also blow# down, but 
the fan and engine were not injured. 
“Entrance was made to the mine 
through the second opening, but all 
the ventilating currents and air step- 
ping being destroyed, it-was impos- 
sible to penetrate into the mine far 
enough to reach any of the miners. 
The first rescue party were over- 
come and a second party had to go 
in and relieve them. They were over- 
come by the after-damp, but were 
brought to the surface and revived in 
a few hours. The work of restoring 
the air currents is proceeding as rap- 
idly as possible, with all the men it is 
safe to work with. Two bodies have 
so far been recovered and there are

This mine‘ was 
the largest producer of the Con- 
huila Company and-has been shipping 
shipping about 18,000 tons of coal per 
month fof some years. 

The cause of the explosion has not 
yet been acurately determined, but 
the indications are that it was caused 
by miners smuggling in some com- 
mon dynamite instead of using the 
safety powder furnished by the com. 
pany. 

Monterey, Mex. Qet. 2.—Late news 
of the coal mine at Palu where the 
explosion occurred indicates that the 
loss of life will probably be 72 miners, 
mostly Mexicans and Japanese. Only 
two bodies have thus far been re- 
covered.

About as pretty a fight as has yet 
been developed in the history of Aim- 
erican politics is that now launched 
in New York State. If Mr. Roose- 
velt, after carrying his own party 
convention against those who have 
been in control of the organization 
for years back and giving rise to an 
extraordinary amount of bitterness 
within the ranks as a result, can 
elect his man, Mr. Stimson, to the 
governorship, it will be the most 
striking personal triumph of his car- 
eer. But there is a growing feeling 
that the country has been having a 
little too much Teddy. His methods, 
usually lacking dignity, in many cases 
going to extremes, and always show- 
ing ‘the ruling passion of self-adver- 
tisement, are not apt to stand the 
test of time. In the present contest, 
he has the advantage which comes 
from the fact that the Democratic 
candidate is the direct choice of ‘Tam- 
many Hall. This must tend to rally 
the forces which make for good gov- 
ernment around him. But when it 
comes to the presidential election two 
years hence, provided the Democrats 
choose as their candidate a man like 
Governor Harmon of Ohio, President 
Woodrow Wilson of Princeton Uni- 
versity, who is now the candidate for 
Governor in New Jetsey, or Mayor 
Gaynor of New York, Mr. Roosevelt 
will, either as the Republican candi- 
date himself or with one under his

the interview which Mr. Deverell gave 
on Saturday which requires attention. 


“Tn all parts of Canada,” hedeclared, 
“T have noticed a strong desire for 
closer trade relations with the mother 
country, but for some. short-sighted 
and selfish farmers who wish to im- 
port their agricultural © implements 
free, but want the highest possible 
protection for their own products. 
They seem to be a source of endless 
amusement to capable politicians 
throughout the country. Preferential 
trade within the empire should surely 
be the best thing for both the farming 
and manufacturing interests of Can- 
ada, which country would — benefit 
more than any other part of the em- 
pire. Tariff-reform is gaining adher- 
ents every day in England and it is 
just a matter of time before protection 
is adpoted.” 

Whatever the value of Mr. Dev- 
erell’s opinions as to the trend of sen- 
timent in the Old Land, he has failed 
altogether to appreciate the situation 
in Canada. It is quite true, as he 
says, that there is a strong desire for 
closer trade relations with Great 
Britain. The government's preferen- 
tial tariff has been the most popular 
feature of its whole policy. Any op- 
position that has been offered to it has 
not come from farmers and it is dif- 
ficult to understand what the desire of 
the agricultural community or any 
section of it for free implements, has 
to do with the British preference, 
which doesn't affect the trade in these 
implements. 


But there are many commodities 
which the farmer needs and which by 
an extension of the preference he 
would get much cheaper. ‘Take for 
instance, woollen goods. The preter- 
ence helped him very much in connec- 
tion with these, but from the time it 
went into force the eastern manufac- 
turers kept up a constant wail about 
the unfairness of the arrangement and 
the ruin which British competition 
was bringing to the woollen indus- 
try. Finally the government yielded 
to their importunities and raised the 
duty on woollens so as to mitigate the 
effect of the preference. Were those 
behind this agitation really desirous 
of extending imperial trade? = They 
shout the loudest about strengthen- 
ing our trade connection with the Old 
land but the people of Canada are in 
no doubt as to what they desire. 
They don’t want British goods to 
come in any more than they do those 
of any other country. What they 
want is the raising of the general tariff 
and after this is done ithey are 
prepared for a British preference. 
They applaud the tariff reform move- 
ment in the Old Land, not because 
it will help the imperial cause, or that 
they count on British goods coming 
into Canada any more easily, but be- 
cause they realize that it means a gen- 
eral strengthening of the cause of pro- 
tection. 

The Canadian farmer wants to buy 
more British goods, and he is willing 
to have the government lower — the 
duties on these regardless of any con- 
clusions reached by the electors of the 
Old Land as to their own fiscal.policy, 
which he believes is a matter of 
British not Canadian concern, and: the 
decision in regard to which must be 
arrived at with British interests solely 
in view. Should he be called‘ “short- 
sighted and selfish,” because of this 
and the men who are trying to shut 
British manufacturers out, be lauded 
as true imperialists? 

Mr. Deverell's statement that the 
farmers ask the highest possible pro- 
tection for their own products is ab- 
solutely incorrect. No representative 
agricultural body has ever asked this. 
They know that the prices of agricul- 
tural commodities are determined in 
the markets of the world, and that 
the duties upon them have absolutely 
no effect. The language, which he 
uses in reference to the men who 
constitute the great bulk of Canadian 
population and those on whose efforts 
Canadian progress at the present time 
wholly depends, will be widely re- 
sented, It is true that politicians have 
played with them in the past. There 
is evidence, however, that some of 
them are beginning to realize that it 
is possible to go too far with the 
game. 3ut looking at the matter 
from the broadest standpoint, it’ must 
appeal to every thinking man that to 
kill the goose from which we are re- 
‘ceiving all the golden eggs which
